Two cases were tiied 
in the dis- 
trict court 
Apiil 
20, lf02, whidi 
are of inmost to many people in 
Tncson and vicinity. 
These 
ac- 
tions were hi ought to have certain 
tax deeds of ceitain 
property sold 
to 
tho toriiloiy 
for 
delinquent 
taxes for the year 185 
declared 
null and void. 
Judge 
Davis held 
tho deed in both cases 
w ro 
void 
on tho ground 
that 
tho deed 
did 
not contain 
tho 
recital that "no 
person has redeemed tho property 
during 
tho 
time 
for its redemp 
tion." 
This 
practically 
decides 
that tho deeds to the territory dur- 
ing nearly 
all 
of the 'ears 
up lo 
at least tho 
90s are void for the 
reason that none of tho deeds to 
tho teiritory contained that recital.

"Perhaps 
tho most 
important 
question, which will 
come 
hefoio 
the people of this county at tho 
coming election, 
will 
bo ilitil of 
the removal of the county 
seat 
from Solomonvillo to some 
point 
in the eastern end 
of the count'. 
Under a law passed 
by 
tho last 
legislature the county seat can 
he 
ii moved by a majority vot . 
This 
law was passed 
i specially 
in 
the 
interest of the eastern ha I'of 
Gra- 
ham county, whero 
a majority 
of 
the voters "ie:ide. 
Two yeais ago 
the pcoplo of tho eastern 
end 
of 
the county, who had long 
suffered 
a gicat haidship 
and expmse 
in 
residing 
so 
far awsiy 
from 
the 
county seat, asked tho legislatuie 
to divide the county, but tho 
peo- 
ple of the western half defeated 
the nioasui.e. 
I hey now 
ho 
ever 
seem to have changed their minds 
and prefer division to lemoval 
at 
least tho hull tin, which 
doubtless 
represents 
the sentiment 
of tho 
people of Solomonville, takes that 
position. 
The i.uardian, as usual, 
is nun committal 
on 
the 
subject, 
but will probably 
be heaid 
liom 
later." 
In the 
abovo 
tho

enois 
Its 
first error is in assuming that the 
question of icmoving

was tried 
here ibis week in the Federal court 
on charge of defrauding the gv 
eminent 
when 
ho was 
a speciaH 
census 
officer in 
1900. 
The jury 
broti trht in a verdict of guilt v this 
morning at 9 
o'clock and 
Judge 
D'nin sentenced the defendant 
to 
lo two years 
in 
the penitentiary. 
The 
specific 
charges include a 
number of fraudulent 
receipts 
to the government on which 
ho 
received 
m noy 
for 
his 
ex- 
penses. 
Air. Pugh received a com- 
mission to gather a special 
line of 
stiit sties concerning the live stock 
industry of Arizona and in the dis- 
charge of his duties it was 
ncces-sai- 
y 
for him to travel 
all over the 
teiritory. 
In paying his expenses 
of course, 
ho was requirod to tike 
a leceijt 
which 
w: s return 
d to 
the census bureau as vouchers. 
In 
many eases the 
receipts were 
for 
much m re than tho money 
actual-I- v 
paid 
by 
Pugh 
At 
Globo 
he 
piid to T' F. Paseoo 
S16 
for t'o 
use of a hoiso sixteen days 
He 
obtained 
Mr Patcoe's signature to 
a blank 
cceipt, which ho filled 
out 
for 892.50. 
Another 
receipt 
from a man 
named 
Johnson 
who 


w!! 
miming 
lino between 
Globe and 
Florence was obtained 
and raised in 
a 
similar 
manner 
There were a number 
of other re- 
ceipts which 
woro 
shown 
to 
be 
fraudulent. 
Suspicion 
was raised in the dc 
parlment 
at 
Washington 
when 
Pugh sent in two loceipts 
from 
a 
lady 
who 
was 
operating 
a 
tele-phon- 
o 
exchange 
in 
a 
town, 
in 
southern 
Nevada. 
A 
telephone 
bill hid been 
paid 
and Pugh 
t 
d the lady's signatnto 
to two 
blank leceipts 
Ono ho made out 
for much 
more than 
ho had 
paid 
for the telephone service and 
the 
other 
vu 
made out lor 
SIS5 
foi 
livery servic 
. 
W hen the receipts 
weie received at Washington some- 
one suspieioned that all 
was not 
right and 
a letter 
was 
writton to 
tho lady 
who 
had 
signed the re 
ceipls. 
Her 
answer 
repudiated 
any knowledge 
of tho livery bill 
and gave 
tho 
exact amount 
re- 
ceived 
for 
tho 
telephone 
service 
from 
Air. 
Pugh. 
This 
led 
to 
a 
general 
investigation 
and 
tho in 
dictment of Pugh lust fall, 
when 
a trial tesiilted in a hung jury.
